ly as tio governor la known to huvo
plans concerning reforms which he
failed to securest tho last hchbIou,

"furthermore, those DomoeratB as-

sert, and Republicans agree with
thorn, that as tho Ihroe-yoa- r limit
will bo up In fifty or more countiea
next fall and as many of them will
again vote under tho Hose law, It
will bo bsttor to let the people de-

termine for themselves whether or
not thoy want county option. Thoy
will havo had three years' experience
TTvltlitmt saloons and ran speak for
thamaelvcs on tho question of having
them again open tholr doors. Thon,
too, the voters having decided on a
constitutional convention, the quory
Is why nut postpone any leglslatlva
taction ou tho temperance question
nnd put tire wholn matter up to tho
constltnUo'uil convention?

MOB PREMIER

Attack Asquiiii's Taxfcab and

Smash Windows.

SHOW POLICE STRENUOUS TIME

Cripple In Invalid Chair Refuses to
Move and Brakes Wheels With
Hands, Forcing Constables to Re-

move Hor From Battlefield by
Force Routed From Parliament
House, Women Attack Homes of
Cabinet Members.

London, Nov. 23. Suffragottes, In-

censed over Premier Asquith's "con-

cession" In tho house of commons of
a grant of time for the discussion
next year of the suffragist bill, again
marched against the parliament
building. Hundreds of women en-

gaged the police In a clash in which
at least a dozen were injured, though
none seriously.

The polloo had been tipped off to
the demonstration, and heavy rein-

forcements were on hand. At tho
height of the demonstration Asquith's
taxlcab appeared on the scene. Tho
women Immediately surrounded It
and, before being driven back by tho
police, they succeeded in hreaktirg
the windowB of the vehicle.

It Is estimated that about 500 per-

sons, Including 300 women, took part
in the meleo. There were 93 arrests.
Among these were Mrs. Emetine
Pankhurst and other prominent o

leaders, Including a woman
who spent Sunday night and all of
Monday on tho roof of a music hall
In ordr to Interrupt tho speech there
of Chancellor of tho ExchequerXloyd
George.

A suffragette atso succeeded in
molesting Augustine Blrrell, chief
secretary for Ireland, whllo he was
talking In St. James park, near
Downing street. He escaped in an
automobile which had been placed at
his disposal by a spectator.

Desert Their Fallen Heroes.
Tho police had llttlo difficulty In

dispersing tho last force of suffra
gettes. Tho women, finding It Im-

possible to advance, retreated, leav-
ing some half dozen prisoners In tho
hands of the enomy.

One of the most conspicuous per-

sons In the demonstration was a
crippled woman In a wheel chair.
Wheiover tho fighting was thickest
she was In the midst of It. The po-

lice, who feaicd for hor safety, or-

dered the woman away, but she per-

sisted In remaining.
Fin illy a constable took charge of

tho wheelchair, with tho Idea of per-

sonally conducting the woman olf
tho battlefield. He was foiled by the
cripple holding tho wheels and using
her hands like a brake. Several con-

stables thereupon lifted up both tho
cripple and til? chnlr and carried
them to tho police station.

After tho mob of women was dis-

persed, partlos of suffragettes visited
the private residences of the minis-
ters on u window-smashin- g expedi

tion. Eight windows In tho hoUso Of

Secretary Grey, throe in tho resi-

dence of Winston Churchill and sev-

eral In tho houso of Commissioner of
Works Harcourt were broken. Alto-

gether about 180 of tho disturbers
were arrested.

Demands will be
made that they report at onco.
Names of more than 100 freight line
nnd equipment companies which
have not been paying taxes are In
the hands of the commission.
